The "NLN" issue of Novomber 20, 1967, on pagu five, 
contained an article captioned "Seloctions Made for Cuba Trip," 
which was written by Jeff Shoro, Nntional Interim Connittco- 
New York. This article read as follows: 


"Choosing betwoon huwan beings, Judging friends, is 
a particularly difficult and unwanted task. In Sulecting 
people for the Cuba trip tho primary criteria nppliod by tho 
NIC was how much others in tho movement would benefit from a 
particular person's experiencos and political insights. We 
looked toward choosing people who had recently beon active in 
their own locales, and who would continue doing Speaking and 
writing in their areas upon thoir return. ‘he criteria of 
geographical distribution and importanco to the person's 
political development were also considered. 


"The NIC was mandated by the national council to 
choose at least half of the members of the trip frow chapters. 
Because nominations came from only twelve chapters, tho 
selection was weighted against those older, more w2ll-known 
SDS members who are regional office members, Campus travellers, 
etc. Many strong activists in the non-cawpusS group were not 
selected because there were approximately 10 slots aud thirty 
applications. 


"The current plans are to send Carl Davidson to 
Cuba to the Third World Intellectual's Conference in oarly 
January as an SDS observer and to finalizo arrangements Lor 
the two-woek tour. Tho NIC will also soloct ono other purson,

A source, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advisod that a meeting of the Militant Labor Forum 
(MLF) of the Socialist Workers Party, Chicago Branch (CBSWD) 
was held in Chicago, Illinois, on April 5, 1968, which featurcd 
Carl Davidson who spoke on his recent trip to Cuba. In his 
speech Davidson stated he and several other SDS wembers met 
privately with Fidel Castro for about thivo hours during their 
visit. During their discussion with Castro they discussed 
among other things the American antiwar movement and the Negru 
movement and riots. Castro told Davidson that ho was surprised 
by tho growth and dovelopment of the antiwar movements among 
Students. Не did mt expect such a development to take place 
within the United Statos. Castro also said that he had 
reassossed and changed hís position on the possibility of a 
socialist rovolution within the United States. Former ly he 
thought that such a development was inpossible. Castro now 
believes that a socialist revolution is now possible in the 
United States.

The thing 
that struck her the most was the way the people have a pride in 
being a part of the revolution. Everyone there feels that they 
are contributing to a graáng revolution and a growing country.

Sbe stated it was a revolution made by youth and 
carried on by youth. The average age of the Central Committee 
is 35. Whole sections of the country are controlled by реоріз 
under 30. There is a feeling of youthfulness and ties with the 
rest of the world as well as with struggles in all parts of the 
world. The liberation struggles are everywhere aiding in revolu- 
tionary struggles in whatever way they possibly can.

Mark Rudd of tbe Columbia University (CU) SDS Cbapter, 
was asked by Jbnes to mention how some people happened to take 
the trip, because a lot of times people tire of theNew Left for 
the fact that they often go off to talk with the National Liver- 
ation Front (NLF)in Soutbeast Asia or tbe Cubans in Cuba. 


Budd stated the reason the Cubans invited them was 
probably because they wanted to make contact with SDS. In 
general, someone has said tbey (Cubans) view SDS as the group 
with tbe most potential and tbe least well organized. The 
Cubans wanted them to go down to Cuba to gain some of the 
consciousness and spirit of the country in order to tell the 
Americans what is happening there. 


Rudd stated that one of the big reasons why the Cuban 
people feel they are part of the revolution was because of their 
expeiences with the American embargo,’ American opposition to the 
revolution, and specifically, the mercenary invasion in 1961 of 
the Bay of Piga.. 


The SDS group visited the Bay of Pigs ard was moved 
when they saw a monument dedicated to the militiasen killed 
there. He stated there is a famous picture of Pidel Castro 
taken before the Bay of Pigs, in which he was addressing a crowd 
of 1,000 people with their guns raised in the air. These are 
the people d Cuba and in a real sense the basic democracy in 
Cuba. 


Jones introduced Alice Embree of the North American 
Congress on Latin America.  Embree stated that they had stayed 
at the Havana Riviera Hotel. She spoke of the cleanliness of 
the streets and country though the buildings are run down; and 
their visits to the sugar cane fields.

Jones stated that everything that was stated that 
evening was very Good about Cuba, but he understood there is 
a draft there. 


Karen Ashley stated they were reallyupset when they 
heard that universal military training will be instituted in 
the Cuban schools for all boys and girls. She stated it is 
against everything SDS was doing in the United States and they 
talked to a lot of people in Cuba about it. 


A guide told them that everyone wants to be trained. 
Those who do not are the counterrevolutionaries and most of then 
are leaving Cuba. They look upon military training as desirable 
in that it will happen while they are in school and theywill 
not have to interrupt their life later on. It is part of their 
daily life that they must known how to defend themselves. They 
are in a sense a paranoid nation, but with good reason, with the 
United States only 90 miles away. 


She stated there was not anyone they met who found 
military training a bad thing. They were all involved in 
building up the country and saw this as another way to do it. 


Jones then inquired about the use of drugs in Cuba. 
Rudd stated the drug situation was simple to define since drugs 
are illegal there. Most feople feel they do not want or need 
them, and that included the artists and students with whom they 
spent their last week. He stated the artists are free to pub- 
lish their poems and have their paintings exbilfíted.

If you have in fact identified this organization either 
as being a Communist front organization or as being sub- 
versive, or in any other manner indicating that its oper- 
ations are contrary to the best interests of America, I 
should like to be advised of the facts. 


1 have been trying to keep myself informed about the 
activities of SDS and I am extremely alarmed about the 
complacent attitude many people with whom I have been 
Aiscussing the organization's activities. If the Bureau, 
or you as its Director, have taken any affirmative action 
I want to know it so that I can strengthen my arguments 
while talking with people who should be alerted to what 
is going on. 


An early reply will be appreciated. 
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In response to your letter af June 37th, the Students 
for a Democratic Soctety (509), as it is known today, came into boing 
at a founding eoaventilon beld at Port Boron, Michigan, in June, 1962.

During the course of this workshop, the editor of "The 
Bond," a newspaper written for servicemen, was heard to 
State that consideration should be given to the setting ` 
up of "coffee workshops" or "Drop-in-Centers." These 
establishments would be available for servicemen and 
could be used by them as a place where they could gather 
and talk to somebody about the problems they are facing in 
the military service. In addition, these establishments 
would offer the excellent opportunity for the SDS to 
politically orientate the servicemen to the SDS programs 
and endeavors. 


Source also advised that a soldier on active 
duty at Ft. Sheridan, Illinois, who identified himself as 
Robert Neitz, also spoke during the workshop and stated that 
he is presently printing and passing out leaflets at Ft. 
Sheridun and is allowed to do this by military authorities 
at the Fort. 


During his talk, Deitz was asked by an individual 
who was in attendance at thís workshop as to why he was not 
"kicked out" by the military in view of his activities and 
Deitz replied that the military cannot find suitable grounds 
to give him a dishonorable discharge and as a result, if he 
received any other type of discharge, he would then be 
eligible for all military benefits of a discharyed serviceman. 


Source stated that this workshop then proceeded 
to write the following resolution, which resolution would 
then be presented to the entire SDS National Convention 
for adoption:

Its officers were identified as MILTON ROSEN, New York, President, 
and WILLIAM EPTON of New York апа MORT SCHEER of San Francisco 
Vice Presidents. А 20-member National Committee was elected to 
direct the party until the next convention. 


According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by Mr. ROSEN and Mr. SCHEER after 
they were expelled from the Communist Party of the United States 
for assertedly following the Chinese Communist line." 


The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bi-monthly 
magazine, "Challenge," a monthiy New, York City newspaper, and 
“Spark,” a West Coast newspaper. 


The April, 1967, issue of "Challenge," page 14, states 
that, "This paper is dedicated to fight for a new way of life- 
where the working sen And women own and control their homes, 
factories, the police, courts, апа the entire government on 
every level." 


, A second aource advised on September 26, 1966, that 
the PLP utJlize£z the address of General Post Office Box 808, 
Brooklyn 1, New York, but also utilizes an office in Room 617, 
1 Union Squa ra, West, New Yerk City, where PLP publications are 
prepared. 
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A source advised on September 9, 1964, the Revolutionary 
Committee of the Fourth International (RCFI) was also known as 
the Spartacist Committee and the Spartacist Group. The source 
described the RCF1 as being composed of former reabera of the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) who were lod by JAMES ROBERTSON. 


A second source advised on March 4, 1964, that FARRELL 
DOBBS, Kational Secretary of the SWP, sent a letter to ail SWP 
branches in February, 1964, in which he adviged that JAMES 
ROBERTSON announced on February 10, 1964, that his faction would 
publicly criticize the SWP and had followed this with a public 
organ called "Spartacist" in which they attacked the SWP. 


A third source advised on September 7, 1966, that the 
RCFI held a Founders’ Conference of tho Spartacist League at 
Chicago, Illinois, from September 3-5, 1966. On Septenter 4, 
1966, 1t was statod that the objective of tne SL was to destroy 
the capitalist system and the capitalist scsiety and create a 
workers’ claas system and a workers' Clasy society. 


The May-June, 1967, issue of Spar racist“ reflects 
"Published by tbe Central Committee of the Spar*acist League." 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 
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The Students for a Nomocratic Society (SNS), as it 
is known today, came into boing at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in Junc, 1962. The SNS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protosting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a consciontious objector status, donounei ny 
United Statos intervontion in tho war in Vtotnam and to 
“radically transform" the univorsity community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, Gonoral 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a repre- 
sentative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described tho SDS as a part of 
the “responsible left" which tho Party has "going for us." 
At tho Junc, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 
proviso was romovod from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," tho official pub- 
lication of SDS, an SNS spokesman stated that there are some 
conmmuniats ia SDS and they are wolcome. The national head- 
quarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West hadison Stroct,Chicigo, Illinois. 
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A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, at 
150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which time 
the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. 


The second source advised in September, 1966, that MIKE 
ZAGARELL, CPUSA Youth Director, stated that in Negro communities 
the Party etill supported the plan to build "left" socialist 
centers and to solidify the Party base through the DCA. This 
source also advised in September, 19668, that DANIEL RUBIN, CPUSA 
National Organizational Secretary, stated the Party believes the 
DCA should have a working-class outlook and be а mass organization 
favorable to socialism, socialist countries and Marxism, and in 
April, 1967, advised that GUS HALL, CPUSA General Secretary, 
indicatod the DCA primary emphasis should be on developing mass 
resistance to the draft. 


A third source advised in September, 1967, that JAR:;1S 
TYNER was elected chairman of the DCA on Septembor 10, 1967, at 
the Third National Convention of the DCA held in New York, New 
York, from September 8-10, 1967. 


A fourth source advised during August, 1967, that 
JARVIS TYNER is a member of the National Committee of the CPUS. 


A fifth source advised on September 21, 1967, that the 


headquarters of the DCA is located at 34 Wost 17th Street, New i 
York, New York.
